TOO WEAK TO STAND IT. 

The last distinct words spoken was on Sun- 
day night, when, turning to Mr. H. O. Colley, 
his graudson-in-law, he said: 

“Tend me one hundred dollars.” 

On Monday morning he attempted to speak to 
his colored servant Riley, but his voice was so 
weak that his words could not be caught. All 
during today his room has been filled with his 
relatives and near friends, watching by his 
side, expecting every moment to see him 
breathe his life away. 

THE HOUR OF DEATH. 

Hour after hour passed by and he lay breath- 
ing weakerand weaker each moment until, 
just as the old clock in the courthouse tower 

ruck the hour ef six, the soul of Robert 
Toombs took its fight. There were gathered 
ground the dying old hero, Mr. Gabriel 
Toombs, his brother; Mr. Henry Colley and 
wife, Mr. Toombs DuBese, Mr. Dudley Du-

HIS BOYI{COD AXD SCHOOL DAYS 

Young Robert Toombs lost his father before he 
wesiiveyeaiscid, He was educated bya private 
tutor, a Scotchman, until he reached the age of 
filteen, When he wassent to the State university 
at Athene. 

At this period of bis life the youth was a band 
some, robust bey, with ahigh flow of anima] 
spirits, and xraturally he was fond of the pleas~ 
urestoO which young men of his age were ad« 
dicted. His purse was always‘filled to repletion, 
end hespert his money likea prince, It was im- 
possible forhim to recognize the importance of 
yieldir g to the discipline of the college, 

Timeand again he broke through some petty 
rule,and when remonstrated with showcd very 
plain}y that be considered the matter too trivial 
for ever ag passilig thought, Finally matters 
came to a crisis. 

The faculty would not yield ; 
neither would Toombs, so the young man ieft 
Athens, and went to Union College at Schenecs 
tady, N. Y. Here he had Dr, Nott, one of the ablest 
mén in the country,ior his preceptor. Toombs 
was quick to see the advantage of profiting by the 
dootor’s instruction, and thegrave college presi- 
der t, on the other hand, saw that the flery young 
southerner hadthe making of a great man in 
him. The'studentzrespected the authority of his 
preceptor as well hs he could, and Dr. Nott tried 
not to bear too hard on his high-spirited pupil. 

Ateighteen Toombs graduated. He then went 
to the University of Virginia and studied law. 
During bis attendance upon this institution 
the Virginia constitutional convention 
of 1829 was held, Lhe young Georgian attended 
the debates every day. It was a rare treat tosuch 
& mind to hear great constitutional questions dis- 
custed by the leading statesmen of tle day. Here 
émoug other brilliant men, hesaw Patrick Henry, 
Jobn Ran¢olph ard Chief Jastice Marsball. 

ADMITTED TO THE BAR, 

Returning home, Tcombs was admitted to the 
tar under aspeciaiact of the legislature, when in 
his nineteenth year, at Kibert superior court. In 
bis twenty-firet year be married Miss Jutia Du. 
Bose, Of Wilkes, a Charming yourg lady of seven- 
teen. By this noble woman, with whom 
Le lived balfacentury in the bondsof wedlock, 
be had three children, Catlett, who died in infan.- 
cy; Loviss, who married W. F. Alexander, of Au- 
gusta, and diec in her 22d year, leaving one child, 
who cied ;ouug, and Sallie, who married Dudley 
M. DuBose in 18538, and died in 1866,‘in her 28th 
year, leaving three children. 

At tle bar Toombs leaped into a fine practiceat 
ihesiait. His brilliancy and eloquence were at 
once recognized, William H. Crawford, who was 
then judge of the circuit, had been his father's 
executor, Hetookadeep interest in the young 
lawyer, aud predicted his future eminenc:. 
Even in the earlier years af his career at the bir 
this great Georgian was phenomenally successful. 
It wes the rarest thing in the world§for htm to 
lose acese. He confidentiy pitted himself azainst 
the oldest and ablest; lawyers and come out 
victorious. Before be was thirty three he had 
mace $150,000 out of his practice, his fees averag- 
ing $20,000 a year for several years. | 

A SOLDIER ABD A LEGISLATOR, 

In 1836 the Creek Indian war caused the 
country considerable trouble. The Indians were 
bumerour, well armed and under able leadership. 
General Winfield Scott was sentto takethe field 
against the savages, but the regular army not 
being strong enough forthe emergency, voluna 
teers were called out.

It was soon uncerstcod that the place fiorsuch a 
legislator was in tbe natioval councils, and in 
1945 be begen his eventinui career in congress 
in the lower house, A Jeffersonian 
democrat, he was then elected 
on what was called the southern whig ticket. 
He remained in congress eight years, ranking 
with theablestmembersof thatbody. la 1853 he 
wa. elected to the senate, succeeding rion. J. Me- 
VYherson Berrien, and aiter a term of six years 
was re-elected in 1859. it took no struggle on 
either occesion to elect him. No man was more 
geverally loyed and admired, liis praises were 
in every man’s mouth, and the power of hisname 
cariied everythipvg before it. At thistime, when 
he was in the full bloom 
of rasnbood, he was undoubtedly 
the grandest looking mean onthe continent. His 
massive Lrow, leonine Jecks and flashing eyes, 
tegether with tbe animated play of bis mobile 
featurer, attracted attention everywhere, and his 
imposing form was invested witha royal Cigaity 
and grace. 
HIS CAREER IN THE SENATE. 

Senator Toombs easily maintained himself in 
the front rank in Washington. He knew every 
president personaliy, except Washington, 
Ji flerson and the elder Adams. He saw Jackson 
inevgurated, and waa at Jobn Quincy Adams’ side 
when hecied, With such men as Webster, Cal- 
houn, Choate, Prentiss, McDuffie, Preston aud 
Yancey, he wason the most intimate terms. In 
this galexy of great intellects he shone resplen- 
dsnt He declined the secretaryship of the treas- 
ury uncer Fil'more and the secretaryship of war 
under Taylor. He preferred to reprezent his state 
in the seuate. 

As a firm believer in the doctrine of state sover- 
eignty, Toom’s position at thie period of his ca- 
reer is familiar to our readers. He never gave 
himself iully to the cause of secession until he 
was convinced that no other course was lelt for 
the south to pursue. When his state seceded he 
resigned his seat in the senate, and a few days 
later that body went through the formality of ex- 
pelling him. 

UNDER TBE CONFEDERACY. 

Amcng the delegates to the first confederate 
congress at Montgomery, Toombs was th* mas- 
ter mind. Yielding to the urgent solicitations. f 
President Davia he accepted the position of ses 
retery of state, but such an inactive cabinet offiee 
did not suit him. He pretered to be in the 
feld, avd in a few months resigned 
and entered the army 2s a brigadier general. At 
Antietam, second Mauassas and Sharpsburys he 
fcught with distinguished biavery. General 
Lou estreet orcesaid ‘‘i neversawa braver man 
lead a brigade.’’ For reasons satusfaotory to him- 
self Toombe differed with those in authority as 
to the ccnductof the war. He believed honestly 
that Presiden: Davis was incompetent and that 
success under him was an impossibility. These 
views led him tothe verge of insubordination, 
aud pot desliirg to jeoparcize the cause by Oppas- 
ing the mctnods of the presijent he

Toombs mansion in Wasbingtov. Mrs. Toombs

Republican rule 
was 8000 Ove:throwo, and the general’s old 
clients rallied sround him and kept him busy in 
the courts. His income from his practice} during 
the later years of his lifeZsometimes ran up to 
$40,000 and $50 C00 perannum. Herefused to aps 
piy for the removal of his political disabilities, ag 
be desired to hold no public office. His only de- 
vistion westo take part in the constitutional 
convention of 1857, in which he was the foremost 
statesman. Inthis body headvocatei aud secured 
the passage of the present railroad commission 
iaw. 

Genersl Toombs funited .with the Methodist 
cburch since the death of his wife, some three 
years ago, Supported by the consolations of reli- 
efon, the affection of his kindred and the love of 
troops of friends, the veteran statesman passed 
he c’osing days of his life in profound paace,

THE TOOMBS OF THE REVOLUTION, 


Death had no terrors for him, and he was ready 
when the summons came. 

THE FIRST OPEN DECLARATION BOR DISUNION 
mede inthe halls of congress was made by Mr. 
Tcombsin the houseonthel3th of December, 
1849. Forthe first time the sectional impulse had 
overridden party prejudice. A small party of 
northern members, forsaking their‘respective par- 
tier, bad united against slavery under the name 
of “restrictionists.’ Mr. Toombs met this by in- 
treducing inthe whig caucus a resolution de- 
claring against restricting any state institu- 
ticn in the territories. The cau- 
cus refused ‘to consider the resolution. 
Mr. Toombs then led fa emall squad of 
southern whigs owt of thecaucus and declared 
bis irdependenee of all party ties. This prevent- 
ed the election of Mr. Wintbrep, the whig nomi« 
nee, for speaker, as the “‘restrictionists’’ prevented 
the electicn of Mr. Cobb, the democratic nominee. 
So matters stood, while excitementtran high. 

On December 13th Mr. Duer, of New York, re- 
ferrirg to a proposition to declare Mr. Cobb 
sceeker, said be was willing “to vote for elther & 
whig or demecrst, or free soiler for spaker ~any 
ope in fact. #+xcepta dts-unionist.’’ 

Mr Bogby (interrupting), *‘There are no q¢ 
unionists in this house!” 

Mr Dver—‘‘I wieh 1 could think so. But I fear 
there are!” 

This was a clear, theugh covert a! usion to Mr. 
‘Toombe and the whies who with Fim nad weed 
from the whig ear eis and blocked the election of 
a epeeker. Amid intense excitement all eyes 


to these questions, which, in my judgment, so 
vitally affect it. The time has come when I shall 
not only utter them, but make them the basis of 
my political action here. I do not, then, hesitate 
to ayow before this house and the country, and in 
the presence of the living God, thet if, 
by your legislation, seek to 
drive us from the 

California and New Mexico, purchased by the 
com n of blood and treasure of the whole people, 
and to abolish slavery in the district, thereby at 
fempting to fix a national degragation upon half 
tbe sts tes of this confederacy, I am for disunion;

summatio:.”’— 

This imyjassioned utterance created the wildest 
ecriusicn, Rejoicing in the storm hisown words 
rad weked, the orator plumed his wings for still 
nieher filg) t. Grand be must have been, in his 
reniy beauty and his resistless eloquence as he

“Prem 1787 to this bour the people of the south 
bi ve asked notbir g but justice—nething but the 
mairtenence ef the principles and the spirit 
which coptroled our fathers in the formation of 
the corstitution.

“She effect of these electric rodscan hardly be 
appreciated since the war they foreshadowed hay 
been actually “fought.

The next 
Gay further debate was forbidden. Mr, Toombs 
bhowcver, was cestined toeven more exciting 
ecenes. On December 22nd a motion was made to 
declare speaker of the house that candidate who 
received a bare plurality of votes and mpota ma- 
jority eas prescribed by the rules ofthe house. 
Tben ensued perhaps the most remarkable contes} 
of one men witha mob ever witnessed in the 
bevse, The metion wasto rescind the majority 
rule, 

Mr. Tcombs inquired of the gentleman from 
Tennessee (Mr, Stanton) if he yielded the flsor? 

The clerk (‘o Mr. Toombs), ‘‘Will thegentleman 
from Georgia allow me to put the question upon 
the motion to rescind the rule?’’ 

Mr. Toombs—No, I have thefloor. I deny the 
constitutional right of this house, to pass that 
resolution, or any other rule or resolution.

everywhere. They have refused to protect 
us from invasion, ad insurrection by the 
federal power, and the constitution denies to us

proven by the record; and I put them before the 
civilized world,and demand the judgment of 
today, of tomorzgow,of distant ages, and of heaven 
itself, upon the justice of these courses, I am 
content whateyér it be, to peril allin'so noble so 
holy a Leauseo,. We have appealed time and time 
again for these constitutional rights, You have 
refused.

Refase 
them, and what then? We shall then ask you

and the God ofbatties, for security aud trangufl-

The legislature of that yearhad passed 
an act taxipg railroads as other property was 
toxed. The, rdilrosds resisted the tax levies, 
when General Toombs on behali 
the state, took t] matter into 
court, sud established the principie that tne rail- 
roadssbould not escape the penalty which the 
law imposed-on property, and collected over three 
bundzed thousand dolars, including some back 
taxecr.° 

Ont of the resistance of tie railroads to the pay: 
ment of this tax grew the agitation demanding 
that the railroads should be placed uuder state 
control. Attbe same time the calling of @ con- 
stitutione! convention was debated. In 1877 that 
convention met,its master spirit being Robert 
Toombs. His relentiess war of the three preced- 
ing years against reilroad monopolies had marked 
him as the man to point out the 
remedy, He introduced an article, 
to be inserted in the proposed constitu: 
tion, giving the legislature the absolute right to 
control railroads. This was the most decisive 
step taken by any state in the union—in fact by 
avy government—looking to. ard.the contro) o! 
railrords, In accordance with this provision, tue 
legislature adopted the commission railroad law, 
providing forthe appointment of three commis: 
stoners, Who not only. had the power to oversee 
the business of the roads, and to make aud ua- 
waketater, but from whose decision there was 09 
appeal. This turned all eyes upon the raiiroad 
commission of Georgia, it was felt that with 
such power in their hends, a great precedcat 
would be set, which, if successial, might be fol- 
lowed by the United States in a similar measure. 

Thus Mr, Todmbs guictiy became the father of 
a movement which attracted the attention of the 
people of the union, and which had extended 
into every state of the union, For several years 
the commission executed this work quietly, the 
railroads having fought its powere {u court, and 


having been defeated at evety point. 


Several months ago; however, before te as- 
sembling of the present legislature, the railroads 
mace an organized effort looking toward modifi 
cation of the powers of the ‘commission by pro- 
viding for an appeal from the commiszion to the 
eourts, which paseed the semate ard secured a 
majority of those voting fn the hottse, but failed 
because it lacked the canstitutional majority.

The 
folks there in the neighborhood had been try- 
ing to get me to leave, for Barker had said 
that I could not live there in peace, The 
judge was against me and showed it when he 
was talking to the jury. There was not bat 
one witness examined for me, and the two 
witnesses for the state didn’t swear alike. 
They havn’t given me a fair showin’, but I 
hopes to get a new trial. There was General 
Gartrel}), one of my lawyers, he was sick and 
eouldn’t get there. 1] might have come clear 
if he had been there. No, sir: 1 am innocent.” 

“When was Barker killed ””’ 

“On the 3lst of December, last year.” 

“And you don’t know who killed him”
